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PREFACE, 


Te State Papers calendared in the present volume bring 
the reign of Charles I. to a close, comprising the whole year 
1648 and the month of January 1649. The original docu- 
ments preserved in the State Paper collection are scantier 
than those for any preceding year, being comprised in a 
single volume. The great bulk of this volume of calendar is 
made up of the proceedings and letters of the Derby House 
Committee, which are entered in four volumes, and these 
are perfect for the whole period, extending until the 
revocation of that committee by the House of Commons.* 
The influence of the Derby House Committee, however, 
in shaping the course of events, was no longer what it had 
been previously, and so these entries are not of the same 
political significance. As the Army gradually gained the 
ascendancy, the power of the Parliament alike to direct 
the course of affairs of the nation and to restrain the 
lawless tendencies of the revolution waned, and in con- 
sequence the authority of its committees, 

From these papers we gather that the King’s residence 
in the Isle of Wight was not altogether distasteful to him. 
At first he tried to persuade himself that the holding 
of his Court at Carisbrooke Castle was a voluntary act, 
but he soon found that this was only a specious pretence 
to hide the real fact. At the commencement of the year 
1648, Col. Hammond was instructed to take better pre- 
cautions for securing his person. A very interesting 
narratiye of what took place on that occasion is given in 
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PREFACE. 


& contemporary newspap-r, forming one of the collection of 
Gazettes remaining in this Office.* We there read: ‘“ His 
“ Majesty desired to know the reason of this sudden 
change, and how it could stand with the Governor's 
honour and engagement to him that so freely cast 
himself upon him. Whether the Parliament’s Com- 
missioners were privy to it and by what authority he 
‘ did it?” In reply, Col. Hammond answered,— 

“That he believed that his Majesty was not ignorant of the cause 
of his restraint, his Majesty acting by other counsels than those 
that stand for the good of the kingdom. That his honour and 
honesty are engaged to those by whom he is employed. That he 
was certain his Majesty had found more from him than he could 
have expected before he came as things stood. That the Com- 
missioners were not at all privy to it, but that he had order from 
both Houses of Parliament for what he did; and that he knew of 
what concernment the person of the King is to the kingdom ; 
and that if the King should offer to remove if Sir John Ashburnham 
and the rest of the gentlemen were about him, they would assist 
him.”+ 

Even under these altered circumstances Charles found 
life not so irksome as might be imagined, for in the 
next number of Perfect Occurrences,t we read: “ His 
Majesty is as merry as formerly.” After morning prayer 
he usually takes before dinner some six or eight circuits 
about the Castle wall, and the same in the afternoon, if 
fair. Much time he spends every day in private. He 
speaks most to us at dinner; asks news, particularly 
concerning Ireland, Scotland, the City of London, and the 
Army. The death of Captain Burley [who was brought 
to trial on 22nd of January and] quartered at Winchester, 


is little spoken of.§ When messengers como from London,

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the King asks how his children do, and seems to desire to 
know what the Parliament will do. “It isa great engage- 
‘* ment under which we lie here, but the Governor is both 
* wise and valiant, and I doubt not but he will give a good 
* account.” We are further told* that ‘“ All is quiet and 
‘ fair between his Majesty and Col. Hammond, the 
“ Governor,” in whose conversation he took delight.f

were then only beginning to be organs of public opinion. 
The pamphleteers of Puritan times, of whom Miltor, 
Harrington, and Prynne are conspicuous examples, had 
anticipated the influence of the modern press, and therefore 
it is to their opinions that reference is more generally 
made. 

Such was the only explanation vouchsafed to the King 
of the cause of the exclusion of his personal friends. 
It was impossible, however, that he could have been 
mistaken as to the meaning of these regulations, for 
Viscount Say, writing to the Governor on the 3lst of 
January,{ observes: ‘In yours of the 28th instant you 
* desire to have the approbation of this Committee con- 
‘* cerning the four gentlemen by you appointed to watch in 
‘“‘ their courses at the King’s chamber-door. We think it fit 
‘“‘ that in this business you should make your application 
“ to the Houses, from whom we doubt not you will receive 
‘‘ orders in that particular.” 

In order to render the Castle.more secure against 
surprise, the Commons took order for 1,0001., equal to 
about five times that amount in our money, to be charged 
upon the votes for the Committee for the Army, and to 
be employed in strengthening the fortifications.§ In the 
letter of the Earl of Kent which notified the sending of 
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this sum, he informs the Governor that the source through 
which the King received his private intelligence “ was by 
“the woman that brings him his clean linen, which 
“ business we again recommend to your care,” and also that 
you use your utmost diligence for the security of the 
King’s person. “The Committee will take a view of the 
** means you already possess for that purpose, and if we find 
“ any defect, we shall move the House” forasupply. The 
necessity for these precautionary measures is explained in 
another letter from the Earl of Kent writing for the 
Committee at Derby House. In this letter of the 7th 
February, he writes :— 


“Having received some intelligence from a source which we 
formerly found true, we thought it necessary to give you notice of 
it and recommend the business to your special care. That the 
King’s escape is designed, the manner thus, by one Napier and a 
servant of David Murray, whom we take to be the King’s tailor. 
The King is to be drawn up out of his bedchamber into the 
room over it, the ceiling whereof is to be broken for that purpose, 
and then conveyed from one room to another till he be passed all 
the rooms where any guards are at any doors o: windows.” 


The King’s anxiety to escape from his charming place 
of confinement in the Isle of Wight, which then, as now, 
was replete with interest, appears somewhat strange, for 
until his projects for escape were discovered* he was 
entertained with great civility by the honest and intelligent 
Governor, Col. Hammond, and suffered to take rides with- 
out restriction in the neighbourhood of the great Castle, 
by far the noblest and most famous building in the Island. 
Many of the existing mansions in the vicinity date back to 
a period antecedent to that of Charles I., and must therefore 
often have been viewed by him; while the Castle, one 
of the oldest in England, is attributed to Wm. Fitz.- 
Osborne, or his son Roger de Bretville, who became Lord 


~~ 
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of the Island soon after the Norman Conquest. The original 
walls enclosed a square area of about 1} acres. It was 
enlarged in the reigns of Richard II. and Edward IV., 
and in the reign of Queen Elizabeth extensive additions 
were made; the walls, being then encompassed by an ex- 
tensive fortification faced with stone and a moat erected 
by Genebella, which enclosed an area of 20 acres. The 
walls of the Mount-joy Tower are in one part 18 feet thick, 
and in one of the rooms is shown the window by which, 
as above related, Charles endeavoured to escape in 1648. 
The view from the keep is remarkably fine, embracing the 
village, formerly a market town and capital of the Island, 
lying immediately below under the hill in a picturesque 
wooded dell, with its pretty church and steeple showing 
through the trees; and beyond are the waters of the 
Solent with part of the New Forest and the coast of Hamp- 
shire; to the east is seen the flourishing modern town of 
Newport, the river Medina and Cowes, with the open sea 
in the distance, and to the south rises St. Catherine’s 
Hill. In the busy town of Newport, which lies only. 
one mile away to the north-east, is the church dedicated 
St. Thomas-4-Becket, in which rest in peace the earthly 
remains of Charles’s daughter Elizabeth who died here at 
the age of 15 overcome, as is said, with grief for her 
father’s fate. The church has recently been entirely 
rebuilt, but her beautiful monument has been preserved 
with loving care. The pulpit dated 1636 is of carved oak. 

The principal manor houses of the Island have a 
curiously limited range of date. Wolverton is of the latter 
part of the reign of Elizabeth. Sheat about the same; 
aud Northcourt, the latest, is dated 1615. Of the other 
mansions, Westcourt appears to be the oldest, since though 
the only date upon it is 1579 the ezst wing is provably 
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50 years earlier than Mottiston which goes back as far as 
1567. At Swainston are very interesting remains of an 
Early Decorated manor house, but these are probably of 
later date the mansion having been rebuilt. Of these and 
many more, there are very charming illustrations in 
Mr. Stone’s recently issued Architectural Antiquities of the 
Isle of Wight, in which the picturesque as well as the 
strictly architectural features are happily brought out. 
The architectural history of the Castle, it is not too much 
to say, is herein adequately written for the first time. 
Curiously enough, Charles I., during his imprisonment 
in the Island, dates a document from “our Court at 
Carbrough Castle,’ thus more nearly approaching its 
ancient designation ‘‘Gwihtgaraburg,” i.e., the burgh of 
the men of Wight, than any other writer. By thisname it 
is mentioned by Asser, writing in the 9th or 10th century, 
and which, no doubt, was its proper designation previous 
to the Norman Conquest, though in the Domesday Book 
it is called Boncombe, a name still retained by the manor. 
About the 12th century, it would seem to have changed its 
name into Karbroc or Karesbroc, apparently derived from 
the well-known Celtic word Cder, a castle or camp, with the 
Saxon bréc as a suffix, alluding to its situation on the Medina 
or Mede, of ancient writers. This name is perpetuated 
in the local pronunciation Cazebrook. The similarity 
which has been found by etymologists between the Saxon 
and the Norman rendering is, Mr. Stone thinks, purely 
accidental. If this coincidence in the derivation of the . 
name be really the true explanation, it is one of the most 
singular in place etymology to be found anywhere. If it 
were not for this coincidence, few would hesitate to adopt 
the simple meaning for the name the “Castle by the 
brook.” | 
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The allowance for the King’s diet whilst in the Castle, 
we learn from the papers in this volume, was fixed at 
the liberal figure of 10/. per diem, equivalent to about 
501. at present. Lord Wharton, in his communication to 
the Governor on the 16th March,* writes: “We have 
“ spoken with some of the Committee of the Revenue, and 
** they have signed a warrant for 1,0001. to be paid upon 
“ the order of 30]. a day, and by the discourse we have 
‘“ had it is conceived there will be means for the entertain- 
* ment of the 200 men, for it is conceived that 10]. a day 
‘* will furnish the charge of the King’s table, and the pay 
** for 200 men with their officers in two companies comes to 
“ 91. more, and 30s. a day being allowed for your own table 
there will remain 9/. 10s. per diem for extraordinary 
** occasions, which sum it is conceived may be sufficient 
“ for that purpose; but if there be a mistake in the com- 
‘ putation, we desire you to give information of it to those 
‘* to whom it most properly belongs.” 

Curiously enough, we have preserved amongst the 
Supplementary Papers not yet calendared an estimate of 
the charge of a diet at 33s. 5d. per diem, to consist of ten 
dishes at a meal, dinner and supper, specifying the several — 
dishes, with the cost of each. This very nearly coincides 
with the estimate referred to in Lord Wharton’s letter 
for Colonel Hammond’s table, but is probably some years 
earlier. As it supplies interesting information as to what 
might be procured at that time for that sum, it will 
probably be well to print it here. It should be observed 
that this estimate is drawn up at the King’s prices, which 
were lower than the ordinary prices, he having the pre- 
emption of the market.

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It would be an omission not to mention here the 
generous gift of ten original letters which some years ago 
J. Livingston Jay, Esq., presented to the Public Record 
Office, detailing the progress of the personal treaty with the 
King in the Isle of Wight. They were written by John 
Crewe, M.P., one of the Commissioners sent to conduct 
this last attempt of the Parliament to arrange a modus 
vivendi with Charles, and, so far as I know, are unique, 
not being included amongst the correspondence printed 
in Walker’s Treaty of Newport. 

The letter written from Newport to John Swinfen, M.P., 
on the 6th of November, shortly before the negotiations 
closed, will be read with interest. 


“ My desire to take leave of those that went to London [caused 
me to] break off in the midst of my last, and therefore having 
the opportunity of this bearer, Mr. Cressett, although it be the 
same day, I trouble youagain. We shull use our utmost endeavours 
here to bring the King nearer the Houses, and you will do good 
service at London in persuading the House to come nearer the 
King. A breach is like to hazard [the attachment of] the Navy 
and to lose Ireland, where the Papists gain what we lose. And no 
man knows what will become of religion and the Parliament if we 
have not peace. Future troubles will be laid to the charge of 
Presbytery, and the people will be apt to hinder and oppose that 
which they conceive to have been an occasion of their miseries, and 
so, instead of abolishing Episcopacy, we may beget an enmity to 
Presbytery in those who might otherwise have been made friends. 
It will be thought by some that there is too much eye upon their 
lands, and to answer that objection I wish that they would demand 
the lands after 99 years to increase small livings, and that such 
rents as are reserved in the meantime may be also employed to the 
same purpose. If this were offered, the King cannot allege 
conscience, and those that affect Episcopacy would have little 
temptation to endeavour the setting it up again. I entreat you to 
further a satisfactory answer to tlhe King’s propositions ; he expects 
it, and therein bath great reason on his side. I trouble you no 
further, remaining your humble servant. P.S.—I desire you to 
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present my humble service to Mr. Chancellor of the Duchy [of 
Lancaster] and Mr. Ansloe.” 


In order to deprive the King’s concessions of any 
appearance of having been extorted by force, and there- 
fore not binding on his conscience, should the proposed 
treaty ultimately succeed, the Parliament issued an order 
for his enlargement on parole from Carisbrovke Castle, 
and on the 6th of September the Lords agreed to an 
order for revoking the votes of the 1st January 1647-48, 
so far as they extended to any restraint of the King’s 
person.* Onthe same day, he repaired to Sir Wm. Hodges’ 
house at Newport, where his Majesty’s Court was to be 
during the treaty, and where the Commissioners were to 
make their addresses to him.t This we gather from the 
contemporary pamphlet preserved amongst these State 
Papers; but the arrangement must have been somewhat 
modified, for Dr. Gardiner tells ust that Charles was 
allowed to occupy the house of Wm. Hopkins at Newport, 
whilst the actual meetings between himself and the 
Commissioners were held in the Town Hall. It was 
determined that the negotiations were to be continued 
for forty days and no longer, a precaution which would 
seem to have been needed, as Charles manifested a marked 
reluctance to bring the treaty to a conclusion, and resorted 
to many devices to spin out the time. Before entering 
on it, he stipulated that none of his concessions should be 
considered valid or binding on him until a complete under- 
standing should be arrived at. As time went on he was urged 
by Holles and Grimston not to suffer the precious moments 
to pass, and by Sir Henry Vane to grant toleration or 
license in a mitigated form to all Protestant sects, and

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thus shelve the burning question of Church Government. 
From the pamphlet before quoted we have a brief sketch 
of the proceedings as they were then designed, and by 
reference to the index much information will be found 
as to the course they ultimately took, and the King’s 
offer to grant limited episcopacy. These negotiations, 
which were to have been concluded on the 25th of October, 
were prolonged till the 15th of November, on which day 
both Houses agreed toa vote of closure. It was deter- 
mined that the King’s restoration should be approved, 
and that “he should be settled in a condition of honour, 
“ freedom, and safety,’’ but only on condition of his 
voluntary acceptance of the propositions which had been 
tendered to him, and which he had amended or rejected 
at Newport.* 

These conditions he declared to be inadmissible, and his 
refusal to change his answer on the subject of his direc- 
tions to the Earl of Ormond, or to make further concessions 
on Church Government, brought the negotiations to a close, 
On the 27th of November the Commissioners, having 
received his final answers, took their leave and departed for 
London. Thus ended the last attempt at an amicable settle- 
ment, and on the 1st of December the King was removed 
to Hurst Castle as a prisoner by orders from the Army. 
Whether the King acted wisely in so persistently rejecting 
the conditions proffered by the Parliament is a question on 
which opinions widely differ. “There is a remarkable 
passage,” says Hallam,t+ “in Lord Clarendon’s life,t not to 
“ quote Whitelocke and other writers less favourable to 


‘“‘ Charles, where he intimates his own opinion that the

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“ King would have had a fair hope of withstanding the 
‘* more violent faction, if, after the Queen’s embarkation 
“ for Holland in 1642, he had returned to Whitehall; 
‘‘ at the same time, Clarendon admits the hazards and 
inconveniences to which this course was exposed.” In 
his determination to reject unpalatable conditions the 
King would appear to have been consistent throughout, 
which is the more remarkable, as, if the charge of 
insincerity were well founded, the natural inference would 
be that an unconscientious person would have agreed to 
such conditions and afterwards sought means to evade 
them. The knowledge, too, that the Independents were 
now bent on overthrowing kingship, and were not actuated 
by a personal dislike to himself, might have mitigated his 
resentment. Henry Marten, himself a regicide, has left 
on record that he entertained no personal animosity to 
Charles, and declared that if he must have a King he 
would as readily swear obedience to the last gentleman 
as he would to any single person he knew. This speaks 
highly in Charles’s favour. And Andrew Marvell, the 
poet, who was constitutionally opposed to the King, could 
not refrain from singing his praises in those touching 
lines so frequently quoted,— 
“ He nothing common did nor mean, 
Upon that memorable scene; 
But with his keener eye 
The axe’s edge did try,” &c. 

Both by contemporaries and modern writers Charles’s 
character has been rigorously scrutinized, yet we are still 
left in doubt as to what it really was that accelerated -his 
downfall, when, in comparison with other princes, he 
possessed so many accomplishmerts and cmiable traits of 
character. 
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of the Stuart kings, did not hesitate to say, “that to love 
them was the mark of a true heart.”* 

Milton, Prynne, Marvell, and other commanding writers 
of his own time, had to seek out justifying excuses for 
their censure, professing that they did so as a matter of 
conscience and duty, and even then were often at a loss for 
themes in which they could most bitterly malign him. He 
has been tersely described as “ the unfortunate monarch,” 
and this epithet is probably that which most nearly 
expresses the truth. 

That Charles was unhappy in his time, his reign, his 
circumstances, his friends, and even his enemies, there is 
no gainsaying. He was still more unhappy in that which 
gave encouragement to them all—the fatal facility for 
*‘ statecraft,” as his father termed it, but which is 
designated by historians insincerity. His weakness of 
character, too, gave another handle to his enemies, so that 
his best intentions were often misconstrued into perfidy, 
as if historians were intent to raise him to that “ bad 
eminence,” which his conduct by no means merited. That 
there is a sure Nemesis for weakness and shiftiness in 
statecraft, modern as well as ancient history testifies. “ If 
ever,” said Voltaire, “anything could justify belief in a 
“ fatality from which there is no escaping, it ought to 
‘“ be that continued series of misfortunes which pursued 
** the House of Stuart during three hundred years.” 

The long pent-up causes of discontent, which had with 
difficulty been suppressed during the previous reigns, 
on the accession of Charles could no longer be checked, 
and the King’s unfortunate marriage with a Roman 
Catholic Princess of energetic character, added to hia 
unsuccessful foreign wars, gave his enemies an advantage.

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On the meeting of the Long Parliament, there was not 
the slightest intention to overthrow the monarchy, but 
the social revolution acquired impetus like a torrent as 
the Civil War progressed. Pym and Hampden had 
striven to guard against this result by urging the King 
to make timely concessions, but they were now gone to 
their rest; and it remained for those who were treading 
in their footsteps and still dreaming of the glorious 
freedom of their beloved country, rescued from the 
thraldom of tyranny and ecclesiastical bigotry, to see 
their dearest wishes frustrated by the inevitable action of 
that very force which had given them the victory in the 
field. Those who had risen against a mild despotism 
were obliged, as Hallam remarks, to “submit to that 
“ physical strength which is the ultimate arbiter of 
“ political contentions.’ Weighed down by this military 
incubus, the tone, conduct, and character of the Parlia- 
mentary leaders had gradually degenerated from the high 
standard that uncompromising truth and honour had 
formed ; they thus became daily more attuned to the 
expression of the popular passions, and the slaves rather 
than the guides of the erring multitude. Under such 
circumstances, it is no wonder that the nation ceased to 
confide in the wisdom of the Parliament, and almost 
welcomed its overthrow, rushing from the present ills 
they suffered to those they knew not of. Even so early 
as February the 14th of this year, we find the shadow of 
the upas-tree of military domination oppressing the minds 
of the citizens of London, who in a petition* “of many 
“ well-affected citizens and other free-born people of 
“ England,” represent to the House of Commons,— 

“That as the occasion of the late war was the danger of being 
enslaved by arbitrary and tyrannical power, and as upon invitation

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of the House the people have hazarded their lives, consumed their 
estates, lost their trades, and weltered in blood to defend their 
laws and liberties against those who, in their apprehensions, 
intended to subvert them and to introduce an arbitrary govern- 
ment; so the enemy being vanquished they expected, according to 
your promises, a perfect enjoyment of all their rights and liberties 
and the benefit of all their just and wholes»me laws, which this 
Honble. House and the Army have frequently and solemnly 
engaged to preserve to the people.” 

The whole of this petition shows how grievously dis- 
appointed the better class of citizens were at the result 
of the Civil War, which, instead of bringing peace and 
prosperity the hope of which had hitherto inspired their 
exertions, had brought in its wake the bitter fruits of 
poverty and disorganisation of society, only suppressed by 
a large standing army, which had to be maintained at a 
ruinous cost. The scene had shifted. At the commence- 
ment of. the civil strife the chief burden had fallen on 
the nobility and gentry, now it was the mercantile classes 
and farmers who experienced the pinch. The Grand 
Excise was a thing to swear by, and has descended to our 
time in a mitigated form. In Warburton’s * Memoirs of 
Prince Rupert and the Cavaliers ’’* we have a lifelike sketch 
of the two parties. From the time of the raising of the 
royal standard at Nottingham, the whole nation was 
destined to be either Cavalier or Roundhead for life or 
death ; there was to be no neutral ground, no peace, no 
compromise. 

The sadness of the King is said to have extended to all 
his followers, though gaiety is associated in our minds 
with the very name of Cavalier. In truth they had from 
first to last but little cause for gaiety; all the peril of 
the war, save that of life and limb, was theirs; they had

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nothing to gain by victory and everything to lose by 
defeat. With the Roundhead party the case was very 
different; the better and more honest sort, the patriots 
and fanatics, believed that on them devolved the high 
mission of ennobling this kingdom of England and 
fashioning it into the “likeness of a kingdom not made 
with hands ;’ the worse part, the men of desperate 
fortunes and the hypocrites, rejoiced in the hope of 
spoiling the rich mansions of the nobles and “the steeple- 
houses of the priests of Baal.” Availing themselves of 
this religious element in the civil strife, the Parliament’s 
generals succeeded in remodelling their uncouth levies into 
a regular organised force not only strong enough to defeat 
the King but to overthrow the Parliament itself. Amongst 
the foremost to utilize this spiritual power was Cromwell, 
who pointed out the vanity of mounting tipsters and 
serving-men on horseback and expecting them to confront 
the high-spirited followers of the King. If the cause 
of the Parliament is to triumph, he said, we must fight 
honour with religion, and the issue showed that he was 
right. He apprec:ated from the first how necessary it was 
to enlist in their cause the dominant public sentiment of the 
day, and that unquestionably was abhorrence of Popery.* 
The letters of Nehemiah Wharton, printed in Archeologiat 
and calendared in a previous volume{t of these State 
Papers, furnish graphic sketches illustrative of the historical 
incidents occurring in the march of a Puritan Army, in 
their weirdness rivaling the pictures depicted in Butler’s 
celebrated poem of Hudibras, which are frequently mis- 
taken for caricatures. Excesses of the worst kind were

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constantly preceded or followed by “a-godly” or “a 
heavenly sermon,” which roused to the inflammatory 
pitch the hearts of the hearers. On the day after pil- 
laging the house of Sir Robert Fisher, near Coventry, the 
soldiers “ kept the Fast and heard two sermons.” Before 
the third was ended they had an alarm to march. The 
preaching of the Puritan ministers, observes Baxter,* 
more strongly influenced men in masses, as other 
contagions are wont to do, than congregations in the 
country or provincial towns.t ‘This we must take to be 
the explanation of the curious phenomena related in these 
letters, for of the sincerity of the men engaged in these 
enterprises no reasonable doubt can be entertained. 

It is a notable circumstance, which requires some fuller 
explanation than has hitherto been proffered, that in the 
Civil Wars the Navy, ever loyal, should on this isolated 
occasion have sided with the democratic party. The Navy 
had never been disloyal before, nor has it been disloyal 
since, though occasionally somewhat mutinous against 
maladministration. The exposition usually offered is that 
some ungracious or unguarded words escaped the King’s 
lips on the outbreak of these troubles, when intelligence 
was brought to him that the sailors sympathized with the 
Five Members. On that occasion Charles, with his usual 
indiscretion, is said to have exclaimed in-the hearing of 
some naval officers: ‘‘ How is it that I have lost the hearts 
of those water-rats?’ This unguarded utterance, as it 
circulated through the fleet, is said to have roused the 
choler, not only of the officers, but of the common 
seamen, who henceforth transferred their affections to 
the democratic party, and eventually sided with the 
Parliament. It is difficult to conceive that so small a

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cause should have produced so great and lasting an 
effect ; especially as mariners in those days were ac- 
customed to even less complimentary epithets than in our 
own. It would appear, too, to be a sufficient refutation 
of this assumption that the sympathies of the sailors were 
already estranged by their taking the part of the Five 
Members. The Admiralty and Navy papers in these later 
volumes of Domestic State Papers are exceptionally 
numerous, and throw much light on the organization and 
maintenance of the Navy, though they contain nothing 
specially relating to this point. The irregularity of the 
seamen’s pay and the unskilfulness with which the fleet 
had been handled during the whole of Charles's reign no 
doubt “were strong incentives to the mariners to look 
favourably on any change which promised a new régime. 
Their regard, too, for the national honour, which has 
always nobly distinguished their profession, required that 
they should evince their disgust at the subservient foreign 
policy of the Stuarts, of which they had been made the 
unwilling instruments. There can scarcely be a question 
but that they entertained an indignant recollection of 
the humiliating circumstances attendant on the expeditions 
to Cadiz and Rhé, and of the treacherous desertion of 
the long-suffering Protestants at Rochelle. Still more 
recently they had been made the medium by which the 
national honour had been bartered with the Captains of 
the Spanish Armada then on its way up the English 
Channel to engage the Dutch fleet, with whom both 
nationally and religiously the English people were in 
sympathy. For the sake of a base mercantile profit the 
English Vice-Admiral was directed to suffer the Spaniards 
to be supplied with 500 barrels of gunpowder* at an

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advanced rate of 2s. per lb., and to wait till he saw which 
side was likely to be victorious before taking any part in 
the fight. On the 30th of September 1639 the Lord 
Admiral’s Secretary, Thomas Smyth, wrote* to the Vice- 
Admiral, Sir John Pennington: “I asked his Lordship 
‘ [the Earl of Northumberland] what order was given 
“on shore in case the Spaniards should run thither, and 
what you should do with their ships, either seize them 
to his Lordship’s use, or suffer the Hollanders to rifle 
“ them as they would be sure to do. To all this he told 
“ me, that he had often pressed his Majesty to declare 
his resolution, but never could get any. For the seizing 
“on what should appertain to his Lordship [as Lord 
“ Admiral], [ doubt not but you will do your best, but if 
you be opposed by a greater power, I know not what 
you can do. And for your opposing the Dutch by way 
of defending the Spaniards, very able men are of opinion 
that no man in the world can expect it from you, 
but you should seem to make a show of assisting the 
latter, but not run yourself or his Majesty’s ships in 
danger where there is no hope of victory nor expectation 
“ of anything but blows and hazard. Nevertheless, it is 
believed that, if we have a mind to comply with Spain, 
you may receive some check for neglecting their pre- 
“* servation, but that will be quickly taken off.’ In a 
previous letter of the 19th September he wrote:} “It 
‘* were likewise not unworthy your consideration how the 
** Spaniards may, without blows or with blows from us, 
‘“* be put out of the Downs, in case the King have a mind 
* *¢o pull down his neighbour’s house rather than have 
“ his own burnt,’ or would ‘ thrust out the fox that defiles

These distressing memories we may be sure rankled in 
the brave and generous breasts of our seamen, and needed 
no extraneous provocation to fan them into a flame. 
With the loss of the fleet the King lost all chance of 
foreign aid, as no nation would risk their forces at sea to 
be captured by the Parliament's ships, and even the 
supplies of money and arms, which his too zealous Queen 
was enabled to procure in Holland and France by the sale 
or pledging of the Crown jewels, could not be conveyed 
in safety to the parties by whom they were needed. 

Disaffection being already rife in the fleet when the 
Earl of Northumberland, at the bidding of the Houses at 
Westminster, transferred his authority as Lord Admiral: 
to the Earl of Warwick, the latter nobleman had but 
little difficulty in frustrating the endeavours of Sir John 
Pennington, the worthy old Vice-Admiral, to recall the 
sailors to their allegiance, and so secured the fleet for 
the Parliament. After encountering many delays, when 
Pennington at length arrived at the fleet, he was promptly 

placed under arrest and sent back to London to be tried 
- for defection against the State, as there could be no doubt 
of his loyalty to the King. 

An egregious mistake was made on the part of the 
Royalists in suffering the anti-Royalist, Captain Batten, 
to be Vice-Admiral instead of John Cartwright, a man of 
great reputation and influence among the seamen. It would 
appear that Cartwright might have had this appointment 
with the approbation of the Parliament, but was prevented 
from accepting it by an ill-considered intimation of the 
King’s pleasure, to the effect that no person well affected 
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to his cause should accept or execute any office under the | 
Parliament. He thus excluded from the military and 
naval services all those who could have neutralized the 
revolutionary designs of the Parliamentarians and done 
service to his own cause.* So long as Captain Batten 
was in command, there had been no fear of defection of 
the fleet from the Parliament, but the doings of the 
Roundheads had at length proved too much even for him, 
so he indiscreetly connived at the supply of arms to the 
Essex insurgents,t for which he was dismissed, and 
summoned to answer at Westminster, while Col. Rains. 
borough was nominated in his stead by the Committee 
of the Army. This selection was justified on the ground 
that Rainsborough had had some experience in naval 
affairs before he joined the Army; and the necessity of 
selecting a man of pronounced republican views to take 
the command of the fleet then [May 1648], preparing to 
put to sea for guard of the Isle of Wight lest the King 
should effect his escape and join with the Scots, so 
weighed with the Commons that they confirmed his 
appointment, notwithstanding the refusal of the Upper 
House to concur. The Lords stigmatised Rainsborough 
as a leveller, unfit to be entrusted with such a command, 
as he had already declared in favour of a Parliament to 
be elected by universal manhood suffrage, and demanded 
that this question should be submitted for the decision of 
the whole Army. Supported by the approval of the Army, 
and confirmation of the House of Commons, there was no 
resisting his taking the command as Vice-Admiral; but 
his authority was reluctantly submitted to by the seamen. 
So before the fleet could put to sea the petty officers and 
common seamen took the opportunity of his absence on

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shore to pas3 a resolution prohibiting his re-admission 
aboard his own flagship. ‘It was the Vice-Admiral’s own 
ship,” the Committee at Derby House informs the Lord 
General Fairfax, “ that began the mutjny, by refusing to 
* receive him aboard them, so he was forced into a small 
‘* vessel, with his wife and children, and we have now 
“ seen a letter of his from Landguard Fort, where he 
* now is.” The rest of the Vice-Admiral’s squadron in 
the Downs, consisting of seven ships, followed suit, and 
declared for the restoration of monarchy.* Their first 
design was to proceed to the Isle of Wight and demand 
the person of the King,} but owing to delays and the want 
of any master spirit to take the command of the fleet, the 
opportunity was lost. In this emergency, the Earl of 
Warwick having been re-appointed Lord Admiral,f the 
other ships at Portsmouth were induced to remain con- 
stant to the Parliament, so that finding themselves out- 
manceuvred, and wanting supplies, the revolters resolved 
to sail for Holland. Before their departure they succeeded 
in recovering for the Royalists the three castles in the 
Downs, Deal, Walmer, and Sandown, while Dover was 
besieged by the Kentish men. Many interesting par- 
ticulars will be found in this volume relative to the sub- 
sequent proceedings of the revolted fleet, and its visit to 
the eastern coast with the Royal Princes aboard; as like- 
wise the preparations made to oppose the Scots’ army under 
the Duke of Hamilton, which succeeded in advancing into 
the heart of England as far as Lancashire. Here it was 
encountered by the forces under Cromwell and Lambert, 
and suffered a total route at Preston. The infantry first 
laid down their arms and then the cavalry capitulated. 

The Papers, however, in this volume are too incomplete 
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to supply anything like an exhaustive survey of these 
stirring events, but will be found of much value in 
supplementing other sources of information bearing on 
the triumphs of the Commonwealth leaders. How the 
papers relating to the latter portion of Charles the First's 
reign, now preserved in the Public Record Office, came to 
be so scarce has already been explained in the Prefaces to 
preceding volumes of this Calendar. 

Dr. Samuel R. Gardiner, the historian, supplies in his 
admirable review of the Calendar of the MSS. in the 
possession of his Grace the Duke of Portland, some 
further particulars on this point. “ Whatever may have 
** been the political demerits of Charles I.,” he says,* 
he had one supreme virtue in the eyes of historians. 
** Immediately on the death of each of his Secretaries of 
State he seized upon the papers in the custody of his 
late Minister, thereby, unwittingly, laying the foun- 
dation of the true history of his reign. In this, as in 
‘* other matters, Charles II. differed from his father. 
‘“ Nalson, as Mr. Daniell, the editor of the first volume 
** of Calendar of the Duke’s MSS., tells us in his intro- 
duction, was apparently allowed to take almost anything 
* he pleased from the office of the Clerk of the Parlia- 
“ ment. After his death a considerable number of these 
** papers found their way into the Tanner collection. now 
** in the Bodleian library, whilst the remainder, in some 
‘* unexplained manner, found their way into the hands of a 
** former Duke of Portland. The two portions together 
** illustrate the Parliamentary side of the Civil War, the 
* greater part of the letters having been addressed to 
** Speaker Lenthall, just as the Royalist side is illustrated 
** by the Clarendon manuscripts at Oxford.”

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Before concluding these remarks the attention of the 
historical student is directed to the labours of the late 
Mr. Thoms, who has left in pamphlet form an exhaustive 
analysis of the death warrant of Charles I., of which he 
was for many years the official custodian, being Assistant 
Librarian in the House of Lords, where the original 
document is still kept. A contemporary copy of this 
warrant is entered in the Journal of the Proceedings of 
the High Court of Justice, forming Vol. DXVII. of these 
State Papers, which was revised by Sir Hardress Waller,* 
and is calendared in this volume at pp. 350—353. This 
copy is verbatim the same as that in the House of Lords, 
thus proving that the original had not been subsequently 
tampered with, but is in the same condition as when 
issued.

Stuart’s, do absolutely refuse obedience to the Parliament, denying to 
obey the orders of Sir Chas. Coote, under whose command they are. 
And by the informations we formerly received from yourself and also 
from Col. Monk, concerning some agitations in Ulster, and concerning 
the conjuncture of affairs at present, we conceive that itis not with- 
out some other grounds and aim at some other end. It looks with a 
face of danger, and we are very sensible how much it concerns us, 
as affairs now stand, to keep the places in that Province which are 
now in our power still in English hands, and you know how few 
English there are in the Ulster regiments. We shall with all 
possible expedition send into Leinster and thither some English 
foot. In the meantime we desire you to send away Col. Coote 
forthwith to the Lord President of Connaught with his regiment 
of horse, whom we collect by your letter you think fit to spare, 
and to keep up a correspondence with the Lord President; but 
having perused your letters and seeing thereby your condition, we 
shall not give you any particular orders, only desire you to give 
him such assistance as may best promote the service of that king- 
dom in general. We have received: your letters by Mr. Rowe and 
shall by him return you a more full answer, these being sent you 
by Col. Beresford, whom we have hastened back to Sir Chas, Coote, 
and by whom you may signify unto him what you have to impart. 
We will only add this, that we shall with all possible diligence 
improve whatever is in our power for the sending of supplies of 
men, clothes, victuals, and other necessaries to you. We know 
that at this point of time the necessities are very pressing, and we 
are most sensible of the great sufferings of the soldiers, which we 
have not been unmindful of, and have done our best to supply, and 
hope by the moneys now to come in we shall so far provide for 
them and be able to put them into such a way of action as will 
bring the war to a period, and put the Parliament thereby into a 
capacity to reward all those who have faithfully served them.

Newsletter by William Rosse from Edinburgh. The Convention 
of the Estates of Scotland were very busy on Tuesday 20th 
February in preparing their transactions to be in a readiness to 
present to the Parliament. There came then an alarm hither, that 
the English Army was marching to invade Scotland, which put the 
inhabitants into a great fear. The Commissioners of the Kirk 
were then very serious for the despatch of the Declaration. 
Wednesday the 1st of March, great preparations were making for the 
parliament’s sitting down the next day. Thursday, March the 
2nd, the parliament sat; many set speeches made concerning their 
President ; the Lord Chancellor Loudoun, the Earl Cassilis, the Lord 
Balmerino, and the Lord Burleigh were nominated ; but the Lord 
Chancellor Loudoun is chosen Lord President. Many new lords 
made to sit in parliament, Sir William Cockram, Sir John 
Sanderson, and Sir John Hamilton of Burlington, and others, as 
peers. Friday, the 3rd of March, the members of the parlia- 
ment being called were in many places chosen double. Saturday, 
March 4, was spent about the debates and resolutions concerning 
the counties and boroughs, many of which are to choose again by 
reason of false elections. The Earl of Nottingham and the other 
Commissioners presented papers to the Lord President, to be 
communicated to the parliament, to take their former papers into 
consideration. Mr, Marshall on the Lord’s day, March 5, preached 
at Mr. Gillespie’s church and had a very great audience, his sermon 
was seasonable, and we all hope it will do good ; the good ministers 
here do daily press the maintenance of the conjunction between the 
two kingdoms, as the interest of all honest men binds them to do, 
and indeed they speak plainly, and as men that are sensible of 
their present condition. The English Commissioners daily and 
hourly wait to see what conclusion they shall receive from the 
Scots’ parliament. The Provost of Edinburgh received information 
that some English in companies came in and entered the borders 
of Scotland about Carlisle side. And that they were come up as 
far as Hagewich and Seterick [Hawick and Etterick] which is 
within 25 or 26 miles of this place. Yesterday, Monday, the 6th 
of March, the Parliament were advertised that a great number of 
English Cavaliers,and Malignantsof Scotland joining with them under- 
hand, were come into the frontier counties, amongst whom Captain 
Hall, Captain Wogan, and others, are said to be chief. They are 
increased to between two and three hundred horse, with some foot, 
and report that thousands more are coming; whereupon the Scots 
are making ready for their defence, and some regiments are to 
march towards the Borders to prevent danger from Malignants. 
Here is some talk that this Parliament will not sit many weeks, 
they sit at present very close. On the Lord’s day night last there 
came above 70 horsemen with a small number of foot to Carlisle 
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and with ladders scaled the walls, entered the castle, broke open the 
gaol and released the Moss-troopers and other prisoners, wounded 
the gaoler, and all marched together into Scotland. The Church 
has finished the Declaration, concerning which they have moved 
the Parliament for peace. Those that possessed Carlisle, gave out 
themselves to be Sir Thos. Fairfax’ men, until they were passed, and 
- then they declared that they were for the king. Here is much 
vieing by some for a war with England, by the King’s party, but I 
hope they will not prevail. The Parliament of England’s last 
Declaration did much good here amongst some honest-minded men. 
This last night came in a packet with Declarations, which will be 
delivered to-morrow to the Parliament. This night we hear the 
Earl of Stamford will come in; Mr. Stapleton is not yet come.

Hall. That the ancient Hospital of St. John’s in Northampton in 
the patronage of the Bishop of Lincoln was at the beginning of 
these wars enjoyed by George Wake, a fellow of Magdalen College, 
Oxford, as Master. The profits of the Hospital were sequestered 
for the delinquency of Wake, and employed by petitioners for the 
relief of the poor therein according to the foundation. By your 
letter of the 29th Dec. 1646 you signified that you had proceeded 
to compound with Wake upon the Articles of Oxford for such 
estate as you thought [came] within your rules; but for the 
mastership of the Hospital [which was] inserted in his particular, 
you exempted it, as conceiving it not in your power to compound 
for nor within the intentions of the Parliament to permit any — 
disaffected person to hold a place of that nature, and therefore 
directed the rents should be paid to Francis Rushworth and Jose 
Sergeant the parties formerly entrusted therewith, being the two 
last mayors, for the benefit of the poor upon which petitioners 
increased the number of poor in the Hospital. By your subsequent 
letter of the 24th June last you required the rents to be paid to 
George Wake, and to suffer him to enjoy the mastership, the former 
order notwithstanding, by virtue whereof he has received the rents 
and made new leases. Petitioners humbly conceive that Wake has 
no good title to the mastership, neither has he compounded for th 
same, his whole fine being but 14/., and the mastership was 
in his particular at 35/1. per annum. The town of Northampton 
and parts adjacent are extremely full of maimed soldiers and 
widows made by these wars, being continually infested by the 
garrisons of Banbury and other [Royalist forts] near adjoining, and — 
we know not such hopeful way of relief as the profits of the said 
Hospital so happily falling into the Parliament's dis Peti 
tioners most humbly beseech your Honours, that if Wake 
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have a good title and you shall think fit to admit him to compound

50. Pamphlet described on the title page as “ A Declaration of the 
several proceedings of both Houses with those in Kent now in 
arms against the authority of Parliament, manifesting the desires 
and endeavours of the Houses for avoiding the effusion of blood.” 
This pamphlet comprises the following entries :— 

Statement that the House of Commons had notice on Monday, 
22 May, of the tumults and insurrections in Kent, as well by some 
of their own members as by a letter from the Mayor and others at 
Rochester, wherein they intimate: That the chief ground of the 
rising there was a rumour given forth that a regiment of horse and 
[some] foot were sent for by the Committee to suppress a petition 
intended to be presented to the House, and [their] desire that 
those forces might be stopped from coming into that county, and 
that the extraordinary charges of that city may be taken into con- 
sideration ; upon which they promise obedience touching the 
manner of addresses to the Houses by petitioners as otherwise. 
Upon consideration of this letter the House appointed a day for 
bringing in the report concerning these charges, and sent down 
three of their own members, gents. of that county, to use their 
endeavours for pacifying those tumults with a letter from the 
Speaker to the Mayor and other gents. then at Rochester, where 
the tumults first began. The Speaker’s letter to the Mayor and 
others of Rochester: Upon your letter being read, the House com- 
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manded me to return this answer: That it never was their 
intention to send any force into that co. to suppress petitioning, 
but only to disperse such as should tumultuously assemble, under 
pretence or bringing up petitions to the House to disturb the 
peace and to offer violence to the freedom of Parliament ; but since 
both by your letter and the relation of Captain Lee and Capt. 
Westrow they are satisfied of your readiness to yield obedience to 
the late declaration of Parliament directing the manner of pre- 
senting petitions, they have put a stop upon the marching of those 
forces into that county, so as they shall not advance thither unless 
we be necessitated to give further order by any more tumultuous 
assemblies in that city or county. This being all I have in com- 
mand I rest, 22 May 1648. 

These three members coming into that co. did their best to quiet 
it, but could effect nothing but a cessation from the 24th May till the 
following Saturday at 5 o’clock, during which time the insurrection 
did increase to far greater numbers. While those gents, were in 
the country the Earl of Thanet, desiring the peace of his native 
county, on the 24th applied to the Earl of Pembroke, Lord Lieut. 
of that county, asking him to accompany himself to the Committee 
of Lords and Commons at Derby House, which he did accordingly. 
The Earl of Thanet made several propositions to that Committee, 
which he said he was very hopeful would, being granted, remove 
the distempers there; and he declared that what he heard from 
some of the gents. then in arms gave him this hope. The Com- 
mittee after much conference with the Earl, resolved upon some 
instructions to be given to him, which on Thursday morning they 
reported to both Houses, who then passed them, as followeth :— 
[See above, May 25. Printed in Lords’ Journals «x., 282.] The 
Earl going into Kent with these instructions, returned on Saturda 
bringing a letter from the gents. of that co. who were then adak 
wherein they promised an answer by the Earl of Thanet at 5 p.m., 
but none came that day, though the Committee sat late expecting 
it. But on Sunday Sir Thos. Peyton, one of the engaged gents., 
brought the following letter to Derby House, the Earl of Thanet 
not coming with it, for what reason it is not known :—Answer from 
the Kentish petitioners to the Committee at Derby House. [Printed 
in Lords’ Jowrnals «., 290.] It must not be omitted, that before 
this, something more was done by the Commons’ House to show 
their desire of preventing bloodshed. On Saturday about 5 p.m. 
Mr. Sherman, minister of Lee near Deptford, came to the House 
informing them that he had been with some of the commanders 
thereabouts and demanded of them what they desired, or what 
would give them satisfaction; they answered him, that they 
would be quiet, so they might have an indemnity for what they 
had done. The House hoping that. by this they might be pacified 
without force, gave to Mr. Sherman the instructions ensuing, of 
which no account has been given. 

Instructions for Abraham Sherman, minister of Lee: You are 
desired to declare to those lately risen about Greenwich and Dept- 
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ford, that the Houses have lately published a declaration concerning 
petitions to be brought to the Houses, that when they have 
delivered up the towns, magazines, and arms which they have 
seized, and shall be retired peaceably to their houses, they may 
bring and present a petition to the Houses, according to that 
declaration, You shall also declare to them, that upon their dis- 
banding and departing home quietly to their houses before 2 o’clock 
to-morrow morning they shall have indemnity for what is passed, 
27 May 1648. Reported from the Committee at Derby House, 
read and upon the question assented unto and ordered to be 
presently signed and sent away with Mr. Sherman. 

On the 29th May the letter was reported to the Houses which 
Sir Thos. Peyton brought, and was read and considered of. The 
Houses seeing all their former endeavours for an accommodation 
fruitless, and the resolution of the engaged party in that county 
to continue in arms, without and against their authority, and: 
being informed that by the said party some maritime forts were 
surprised, others beleaguered, and divers ships in the service of the 
Parliament withdrawn from their obedience, the Houses, in dis- 
charge of their duty, and care of the peace and safety of the 
kingdom, passed this ensuing vote, that they do leave the whole 
managing of the business of Kent to the General. [Printed in 
Lords’ Journals x., 289.) After which vote, the General marching 
into the county, the Houses received information that those in 
arms there sent a trumpeter to the General, desiring him to grant 
a pass to their Commissioners to treat according to the order of 
Parliament, which trumpeter said, that Squire Hales was their 
General, Sir Thos. Peyton, their Lieut.-Genl., and Sir John Many 
[Main], Major-Genl. His Excellency [Fairfax] returned answer 
by a trumpet of his own, that whilst they continued in arms with- 
out and against the authority of Parliament, and continued doing 
acts of hostility, to the disturbance of the peace of that county, he 
could not admit of a treaty, nor lose time in prosecution of them; 
but if they should forthwith lay down arms and disperse them- 
selves, he doubted not of the mercy of the Parliament to those who 
are abused and deluded ; and of their justice against such only as 
shall appear to have been the chief and most eminent actors 
and fomenters of this rebellion. By this that hath been done all 
men may see, that the endeavours of both Houses, in —- 
this business did manifestly tend to peace, and that if they h 
been in any measure really complied with, there might have been 
a happy settlement and composure in that county before any 
engagement. 

A narrative of these proceedings has been lately made, by 
members of both Houses by their command, to the Lord Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Cornmon Council of London, who after returning 
thanks to both Houses for their condescension in declaring to 
them their aforesaid proceedings, did declare themselves “fally 
satisfied therewith; and did desire that the Houses would be 
pleased to publish the same in print for the satisfaction of other 
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their fellow citizens and subjects of the kingdom. Ordered by the 
Commons that this declaration and proceedings concerning the 
business of Kent be printed and published. [Pamphlet printed 
for 7 Husband, printer to the Commons, June 5, 1648, 
15 pp. 


51. The Ordinance of 5 June 1648, wherein trustees are nominated 
to advance 50,000/. for the relief of Ireland. List of the trustees, 
viz. :—Sir Jobn Warner, Lord Mayor, Sir David Watkins, Aldermen 
Thos. Andrews, Wm. Barkley, Thos. Viner, and 20 others, These 
trustees or any five of them have the disposing or leasing forth of 
the estates of Francis Lord Cottington, Arthur Lord Capel, Henry 
late Earl of Worcester, Edw. now Marquis cf Worcester, John 
Marquis of Winchester, Wm. Sheldon of Beeley, Sir Chas. Smyth 
of Warwickshire, Sir George Strode, Sir Henry Bedingfield, and 
his son, [who] not being admitted to compound for their delinquency 
the trustees are to receive the rents and profits thereof. This 
Ordinance hath been and is still put in execution chiefly and only 
by the Irish Privy Councillors to the late King in the Star 
Chamber where they keep their office with their several officers and 
servants, besides. Their agents in most counties of England and 
Wales, [have] to find out the estates of the forementioned noblemen 
and gentlemen and are to receive their respective rents, and lease 
forth the same to such tenants as they shall recommend. These 
trustees sat at first in Guildhall with the citizens their fellow 
trustees, they grew. weary [of being] there and removed to the Star 
Chamber where they have acted by thcmselves. The common- 
wealth may save this great charge by ordering the rents of the said 
noble and gentle-men’s estates to be brought into the Treasury at 
Goldsmiths’ Hall by the Solicitors of Sequestrations in each county 
where these lands are situated. [Jn margin.—By this means 19 
parts of 20 will be saved to the Parliament.] List of the names of 
the trustees who act in the Star Chamber, viz., Sir Wm. Parsons, 
Sir Robt. Meredith, Sir Wm. Anderson, Sir James Barry, Sir 
Paul Davis, and Wm. Basil, Attorney-General of Ireland now at 
Dublin. These men have chiefly acted. [In margin.—Query 
what allowances these yents have from the State.]

Masham and the other gentlemen in a reasonable good 
condition. But when a list was sent to Goring of what prisoners 
we had taken, and in what condition they were, at present, he 
excepted against the Essex train-band men who were taken pri- 
soners, and said that he had nothing to do with them, and bade his 
Excellency do with them as he thought good; by this it may 
plainly appear that the Cavaliers do use their seduced men but 
only for their own ends. Capt.-Zanchie, who took Mersea fort, 
found two culverings, two sacres, and one drake in it. Capt. 
Peacock and the commanders of the ships at Harwich have sent offer 
to the General to assist him in the harbour of Coln river, if the fort 
at Mersea be ours, of which the General has sent them word. Cols. 
Stewart and Thornton were taken with Sir Barnaby Scudamore. 
There are four Colonels taken at Newmarket about to raise men 
for the King; Col. Sir Barnaby Scudamore is one of them. The 
soldiery are full of courage, notwithstanding their great necessity 
of some present supplies of money.

Some 
tumults amongst the sailors and rude multitude in our town began 
to arise the first day, with a strong and violent opposition to the 
troopers coming into the town, which could not by us presently 
be assuaged, but soon after was stayed and appeased. We had no 
message from the [revolted] ships, but great discontent taken as 
we heard by the Prince, who is in the Admiral’s ‘ship, for that his 
messengers sent on shore to provide some fresh victuals were re- 
pelled by the troopers at the seaside and driven back on the sea- 
shore. This morning we sent Mr. Cutting and Mr. Robins aboard 
to the Prince to give satisfaction concerning some conceived dis- 
courtesies offered him by the town, whose coming and speeches 
gave good content to the Prince, but not so to Lord Culpepper and 
the other Lords. Yet at last they had fair respect from them all, 
and notice given that they had no design upon this place, but were 
forced hither by contrary winds on Friday Jast, going for the 
Downs, whither they intended still to go with the first fair wind, 
and so desiring some accommodation of a small provision of fresh 
meat and other things for the Prince for money, dismissed our 
messengers, Within a few hours after, this afternoon about 
4 o'clock, the provisions being gotten, and the winds somewhat 
fair, they weighed anchor and departed and are gone. The Lords 
in those ships were, the Earl of. Brentford, Lord Willoughby of 
Parham, Vice-Admiral, Lords Wentworth, Culpepper, Hopton, and 
Prince Robert [Rupert], besides many great gentlemen, but no land 
soldiers at all.

Which Commissioners set out 
from London on Wednesday, Sept. 13, 1648. The narrative is 
divided into 30 paragraphs, containing the following particulars :-— 
1. The King’s Majesty was set at liberty on Wednesday, Sept. 6, 
1648 [on which day the Lords agreed to the order for revoking the 
votes of the 1st Jan. 1647-48, so far as they extend to any restraint 
of the King’s person to Carisbrook Castle, Com. Journals vi., p. 8], 
and repaired to Sir Wm. Hodges’ house at Newport, where his 
Majesty’s Court is to be during the treaty, and where the Com- 
missioners are to make their addresses to him. 2. The persons 
chosen to be Commissioners from the two Houses of Parliament 
during this treaty were Algernon Earl of Northumberland, Philip 
Earl of Pembroke, Wm. Earl of Salisbury, James Earl of Middlesex, 
and Wm. Viscount Say and Sele, being members of the Peers, and 
Thos. Lord Waynmor [Visct. Wenman], Sir Henry Vane, junr., 
Sir John Potts, bart., Sir Harbottle Grimstone, Denzill Holles, 
Wm. Pierrepont, John Crew, Samuel Browne, John Glynn, the 
Recorder, and John Bulkley, members of the House of Commons. 
They went from London on Wednesday, Sept. 6 [this should be 
Wednesday the 13th, as proved by the following entry in the 
Commons’ Journals vi., p. 19 :—“The Commissioners appointed to 
go to his Majesty came up to the Clerk’s table, and Mr. Speaker, 
by command of the House, delivered unto them their instructions 
and their commission, and the propositions agreed upon, and pre- 
sented to the King at Hampton Court, upon which they are to 
treat with his Majesty now in the Isle of Wight.”] 3. These Com-

By the postscript to your letter of the 11th we conceive you will 
be advanced as far as the Borders before these come to you, and 
that you will lose no time nor opportunity for the regaining of the 
towns of Berwick and Carlisle. And we desire you to use the best 
means that you in your judgment shall think most conducing to 
that end. The regaining of them being a thing of so great con- 
cernment to the honour of this kingdom and safety of those 
northern parts.

[Cromwell] you will see what is desired, for some shipping 
to be employed for defence of the fishing about Yarmouth and for 
the service of the northern coasts. By the other paper enclosed 
and by intelligence out of the Low Countries you will see the 
distracted and distempered condition of the revolted fleet, and what 
opportunity is offered for its reduction if fitly taken.

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there is for guard of the northern coasts and Newcastle, and that 
some ships should attend upon the motions of the Army now there.

We the rather 
recommend the fitness of this time to act against the ships because 
the discontents of the seamen are now high, and they have no 
means to satisfy them. If it once grows so far that the [sailors] 
leave the ships and run away, they will procure Irish and some of 
the old Dunkirk trade to sail the ships and run out into piracies to 
the destruction of trade, and be of greater difficulty to reduce when 
there will rest no means to effect it but plain force.

By your Lordship’s 
packet from aboard the “St. George” riding off Goree [in Holland], 
we learn the state of the revolted ships, and that as yet nothing 
has been done against them, which we would have thought might 
have been best done at your first approach, before time had been 
given them to consult for their defence and before the States could 
have interposed by any message, which they could hardly avoid to 
send in regard of the Prince of Orange’s potency there, but perhaps 
would not have been troubled to have seen the thing done. Their 
pretences of neutrality do ill agree with their suffering men to 
march in formed companies to the aid of the Revolters, and mounting 
guns on land upon field-carriages against our fleet, which carriages 
certainly were not found aboard the [revolted] ships, and suffering 
the preparation of fire ships against your fleet. We conceive to 
lie there upon the bare defensive and do nothing unless provoked 
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will not reduce the revolted ships, and that they will there in 
security grave, tallow, revictual, and recruit, and so be in a posture 
to come forth when you must be necessitated to come in. Upon 
your Lordship’s reasons for return or continuance there we cannot at 
this distance give any positive advice. It is possible that the state 
of affairs upon the place may alter in a very few hours, and that 
which might seem counselable when the resolution is here taken 
may by such a change be dangerous to attempt to execute when 
the orders shall arrive. We must, therefore, leave it to you to 
consider seriously the state of things as they appear to you upon 
the place, and not to let slip any advantage of reducing those 
Revolters. But if an opportunity be not speedily offered to reduce 
them, we leave it to you to consider whether it will not be more 
[for your] honour and safety to return into the Downs than to be 
forced to it by accidents and with danger in regard of their pre- 
parations on land and fire ships, and when your victual is spent, 
while they being prepared will be ready to continue out at sea.

and learnedly. The King much desired to have heard the divines 
upon these doubts, but the Commissioners, because the laws and 
customs of the kingdom were of greatest use in the determination 
of those questions, thought them not so proper for the ministers. 
The King also declared that he was not satisfied in conscience to 
take away episcopacy, because it was exercised by the Apostles 
and delivered by them to others, and that it was in the primitive 
time and since till within 200 years. Herein the King first heard 
our divines discourse, and after that received a paper from them, 
which contained the sum of that which may be said against the 
jus divinum of episcopacy, and a general answer to what the King 
propounded concerning the power of the Church to alter Church 
government, viz. that the substantials for government which 
were set down in scripture could not be altered. In reply to this 
paper his Majesty hath given them a large discourse to prove that 
the . Apostles made diverse Bishops, and that government and 
preaching were not to be reckoned amongst the extraordinaries 
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of the Apostles, but that the Bishops were their successors in 
the one and the Presbyters in the other. We did expect the 
King’s final answer to the second Proposition this day, but this 
evening his Majesty gave us notice that he could not be ready 
till Monday, at which time I doubt not but we shall receive 
it.

98. [John Swinfen, M.P., to John Crewe, M.P.] I have received 
your letters of the 6th and 11th instant. Upon consideration of 
the King’s answer to the second proposition, the Houses have voted 
it to be unsatisfactory, and that the Commissioners do acquaint 
the King therewith and move him to a full answer to that pro- 
position. After that proposition, upon which this direction shall 
find ‘them, is concluded, and that they proceed on in the treaty. 
Since the King’s answer to the proposition for Ireland was this day 
read, some motions were made to vote that also unsatisfactory, but 
it comes so far to what the Houses desired, that the debate was 
laid aside and so it resteth. I pray God the King’s next answer to 
the proposition for taking away episcopacy may be such as may 
have the like entertainment with the Houses, otherwise this is all 
but a fight off the shore, which makes the ensuing rough ocean the 
more terrible. It is true it is a tender point as now it stands 
betwixt the King and the Parliament. Yet the obligations lie 
stronger upon the Houses to insist, than upon the King to deny 
what is proposed. The Houses have covenanted and sworn publicly 
and solemnly to endeavour the extirpation of Bishops, and that 
with a preface that will return unanswerably upon them if they 
do it not, and this in the time of the kingdom’s great distress, 
as an expiatory means of our troubles. And they have caused 
thousands to swear the same, and [in] general all the clergy and 
religious friends to the Parliament’s cause, soldiers, citizens, and 
others of all professions are sworn on this point. 

The King, whatever he may have in his private conscience, hath 
no such public engagement upon him, nor upon his people. The 
Parliament’s declarations upon this point have not only raised the 
minds of many in England hold{ing] out this as a main point of 
reformation, but they are gone into all parts of the Reformed 
Churches, to draw their eyes and prayers to us, who look upon 
that discipline as the wall of disunion and the abolition of .it, the 
means of union with them, which is a weighty consideration both 
in Christianity and polity especially seeing the Popish party, their 
common enemy, look on that Government as a link to which they 
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tie their interest, and, as by experience we have found, do thereby 
draw in much of their end. The King, if he aim at union, the 
strength of our peace, cannot in this Protestant kingdom and in 
reference to the Protestant world have the like engagement on him 
to hold up bishops. And for the only bond upon him, that is held 
forth, that of his private judgment, it is clear by his last answer 
that it is not as to the bishop in the Bill, but a primitive bishop not 
now in question, which if it could be settled, he could take away 
the bishop in the Bill; so that the question seems to be but betwixt 
two governors both de novo to be settled in England ; this of the Par- 
liament and that of the primitive bishop ; and to that offered by the 
Parliament the King can agree for three years, therefore, as 1 con- 
ceive by his own prerogative he may take away the present bishops 
d.d. in the formerlayes [defined, in the formularies ?] and lay aside 
the new bishop till hereafter. And it is his private judgment differing 
from very many learned and good men who have been bishops in 
former times, and some of the King’s clergy at present with many 
others of his party, few of his nobility or gentry being bound in it. 
And against the judgment of his Parliament, the Divines called by 
them for reformation, and against the Church of Scotland the King’s 
own law in that kingdom, and against the judgment and practice of 
all the Reformed Churches abroad. Nonne solus sapis tot ne errant 
universi? Besides this when I consider the series of the proceedings 
in this, one would think either the King’s private seruple might 
be answered or the Parliament’s proposition assented to notwith- 
standing. For, in the first proposition, the King enacts that the 
Parliament's war is just, necessary, and defensive : from whence I 
infer, that either the King’s private judgment is not agreeing 
with this Act, and if he yet satisfies his conscience, to name his 

rivate judgment in a Legislative Act and so not opposes it to the 
judgment of the Parliament,and then he may as well do it in the 
matter of bishops and more if the judgment of his Parliament be 
considered, which are more general and contrary to the one than 
the other ; or else the King’s private judgment is the same with the 
Act, and then I cannot see how this point of taking away bishops, 
which the Houses swore to in time of their war and declared it to 
become a great part of what they would obtain thereby can be 
unlawful to be joined in by the King. I shall only add that we 
may remember how much our friends in Scotland declared against 
the engagement of D[uke] H[amilton] only upon this that it was 
upon an agreement that took not away bishops in England, which 
was the only exception they made as to the matter of their cause, 
though others to the manner of proceeding, and on this bore so 
great a rent, suffered so much pressure. If they did this against 
an agreement which was made by their own people and which 
carried infinite advantages to their nation in other respects, what 
will they do against such a false agreement made by us? And if 
they so dissent how will the Parliament be able to make good 
such an agreement if they should attempt it; all those that are 
for indulgence agreeing the bishop to be most contrary to them.

The danger we have 7 
cause principally to apprehend is the union that may be wrought 
between the enemies there now or lately at difference, and the 
defection of some commanders to the King who have been hitherto 
in the pay of the Parliament, though they have sufficiently mani- 
fested their disaffection to it. For remedy against the first of 
these inconveniences we have already concluded with some forces 
for their present transportation [thither], and are in treaty with 
more, which, joined with the force you have already there, will be 
sufficient to oppose their conjoined forces. For the second point 
we could earnestly wish you were in better case to deal with those 
by force whom we and you shall have cause to suspect; but 
Col. Jones, waiting a fit opportunity, freed himself from a danger 
by removing some few men who, if they had been there now at 
[the Marquis of] Ormond’s arrival, had retarded the affairs at 
Dublin and in Leinster to a very great hazard. We doubt not but 
you will use your best judgment and put forth your utmost 
strength for seizing and securing those persons who, we are in- 
formed, will certainly serve the King’s interest if any force should 
arrive to which they can join themselves. Those whom we have 
information of are the Lord of Ardes [Hugh Viscount Montgomery 
of the Ards], Sir James Montgomery, Sir Robert Stewart, Col.

I was glad to receive the Doctor's lines intimating your recovery. 
I am indifferently well, the place here in respect of all ontward

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ceeding England, only defective in this, that I cannot find a 
Mr. Westrow nor Dr. Staines here to make a bosom friend, and 
yet in that it is not altogether so barren as I did and you may 
well imagine it. I am fallen into the acquaintance of three or four 
Catholics of very great ingenuity, and in their way of very much 
religion, Undoubtedly it is an error to look at all Papists through 
the same perspective, for they are more to be differenced than 
English Papists can be. I find their opinion of and dependence 
upon the Pope little or nothing what we imagine it to be, and 
better principled to make members of a commonweaith than 
most English ; their opposition to the King is not to be reconciled, 
their hopes are now upon the Army, to whom they wish all pro- 
sperity, as[also] to the settling of a representative, being extremely 
distasted with regal hereditary power throughout the world.

His Highness [Prince Charles] 
hath long thought of desiring this audience in his own person, to 
acknowledge the great civilities he hath received from their Lord- 
ships since his arrival in these parts, yet he hath hastened it at 
this time upon an occasion of the greatest importance to hig 
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Highness in this world, and which he presumes will find a deep 
resentment with their Lordships. It cannot be unknown to them 
in how great and imminent danger the life of the King, his High- 
ness’s royal father, at this time is. How, after a personal treaty 
with the two Houses of Parliament by his Majesty’s concessions, 
there was sach a progress towards peace that the Houses declared 
themselves resolved to proceed thereupon towards a peace, the 
which in all probability would have been effected, if the Army had 
not seized upon the person of the King, and being possessed 
thereof marched into London, and there imprisoned the members 
of Parliament and such other persons of the City whom they found 
most inclined to peace. In this posture stand now the affairs of 
that miserable kingdom, the King imprisoned, with those cir- 
cumstances of restraint that a servant lately sent by his Highness 
[the Prince] to see his Majesty could not get admission to his 
presence. The Parliament so dissipated and dispersed that no 
members thereof are suffered. to meet, except those who concur in 
and submit to the resolutions of the Army, being not above 50 in 
number [out] of above 500. The House of Peers, who have 
unanimously declared against this proceeding against the King, 
being in effect dissolved by a Declaration passed by those few of 
the Commons, that the Sovereign power is in them without King 
or Lords. And a Council of War constituted to govern the 
kingdom, who in the first place have published a remonstrance 
containing the model of the new government, they intend to settle ; 
which is equally destructive to Parliament as to King, overthrows 
the whole fabric and constitution of the kingdom and all the laws 
thereof, and exposes the Protestant religion to the invasion of 
more heresies and schisms than have in any age infested the 
Church of Christ. Not content with this confusion, they have 
declared a resolution or purpose to proceed with further violence 
against the person of the King, implying thoughts of deposing him 
and taking away his life, which as his Highness cannot mention 
without horror, so he is confident their Lordships do not hear 
without equal detestation. How these unparelled proceedings 
concern the interest and quiet of all Princes and States, how far 
this extravagant and exorbitant power these men usurp may relate 
to the peace of their neighbours, how far the reformed religion 
may suffer by the scanda's of their actions, who profess that 
religion, his Highness needs not press their Lordships to consider, 
but he contents himself with this sad relation of the state and 
distress the kingdom and crown of England at this time are in, 
assuring himself that their Lordships will proceed thereupon with 
that affection and vigour as is agreeable to their own justice and 
honour, and to the great estimation and regard they have always 
professed to such an ally. [Zranslated out of French. 1 p.]

Clerk.—Charles Stuart King of England, 
you are accused, on the behalf of the people of England, of divers 
high crimes and treasons, which charge hath been read unto you. 
The Court now requires you to give your final and positive answer 
by. way. of confession or denial of the charge. 

“ King.—Sir, I say again, that so I might give satisfaction to the 
people of England of the clearness of my proceedings, not by way 
of answer, not in this way but to satisfy them that I have done 
notiing against the trust that hath been committed to me, I will 
do it; but to acknowledge a new Court against their privileges to 
alter all the fundamental laws of the kingdom in their behalf, Sir, 
you must excuse me. [His Majesty still persisting not to own the 
Court, they refused to permit him to deliver his reasons against 
the jurisdiction of the Court by word of mouth. ' Nevertheless his 
Majesty thought fit to leave them in writing to posterity, and they 
are printed in Reliquiz Sacre Caroline, ed. 1657, pp. 399-402, 
and will be found in Rushworth, Part iv., vol. ii, pp. 1403-04.] 
“This I intended to speak in Westminster Hall on Monday, 
22 Jan., but against reason was hindered to show my reasons.” 

“ Lord President Bradshaw.—This is the third time that you have 
publicly disowned this Court and put an affront upon it. How far 
you have preserved the fundamental laws and the freedom of the 
subject your actions have spoken it, for truly, Sir, men’s intentions 
are used to be shown by their actions; you have written your 
meaning in bloody characters throughout the whole kingdom. . 
But, Sir, the Court understands your meaning. Clerk record the 
default, and gentlemen, you that brought the prisoner, take him back 
again. 

e King.—I have one word to you; if it were only my particular 
indeed I would not. 

« Lord President.—Sir, you have heard the pleasure of the Court, 
and you are, though you will not understand it, to find that you are 
before a court of justice. 

“ King.— Well, Sir, I find I am before a power; and [then] went 
away. These words he spake with a low voice as he was going 
away. 

“The prisoner being thus remanded the Court adjourned itself 
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forthwith to the Painted Chamber, giving notice that from thence 
they intended to adjourn to this place by ten of the clock to- 
morrow morning. 

“Painted Chamber. The Court, according to their adjourn- 
ment from Westminster Hall, come together from thence into 
the Painted Chambef§ where they sit private and ordered 
as followeth. Ordered, that no Commissioner ought or shall 
depart from the Court without special leave of the said Court. 
This Court took into consideration the Lord President’s managing 
of the business of the Court this day in the Hall, and the King’s 
refusal to answer notwithstanding he had been three several times 
demanded and required thereunto. And have thereupon fully 
approved of what on the Lord President’s part had then passed ; 
and resolved that, notwithstanding the said contumacy of the King 
and refusal to plead which in law amounts to a standing mute 
and tacit confession of the charge, and [this] notwithstanding the 
notoriety of the fact charged; the Court would nevertheless, how- 
ever, examine witnesses for the further and clearer satisfaction of 
their own judgments and consciences, the manner of whose exami- 
nation was referred to further consideration the next sitting, and 
warrants were accordingly issued forth for summoning of wit- 
nesses. Mr. Peters moveth the Court as a messenger from the 
King, viz., that the King desires he might speak with his chaplains 
that come unto him privately. But the House of Commons having 
taken that into their consideration the. Court conceived it not 
proper for them to intermeddle therein. The Court adjourneth 
itself till the morrow morning at nine of the clock to this place.”

On the meeting of the Commissioners on the 27th, after their 
adjournment from Westmirster Hall to the Painted Chamber, 
a long discussion took place between President Bradshaw and the 
King, concluding with a lengthy barangue or summing up by 
the President, only the first few lines of which are given in 
State Trials, iv., p. 1127, but will be found reprinted in full at 
pp. 1008-1015 from a tract entitled “A perfect Narrative of the 
whole Proceedings of the High Court of Justice for the trial of 
the King in Westminster Hall. Published by authority to prevent 
false and impertinent relations. Jan. 20-27, 1648-49. Licensed 
by Gilbert Mabbott,” and is reprinted in Howell's State Trials, 
iv., pp. 994-1018. After the morning meeting of the Commis- 
sioners in the Painted Chamber on the 30th January, concluding 
with the entry, “Ordered, that the scaffold upon which the King 
is to be executed be covered with black,’ the two narratives 
cease to correspond—that printed in State Trials supplying par- 
ticulars from other sources as to what took place on the scaffold 
and subsequently ; while the MS. proceeds to report the doings 
of the Commissioners who met again in the Painted Chamber 
post meridiem.

And such other members 
of this Court as shall please to take pains herein are for that 
purpose to repair to the said meeting place to give their assistance 
in the premises ; and Mr. Say is desired thereupon to present the same 
to the House. 

The aforesaid Committee are likewise to take notice of the 
informations already given to the,said Court touching the abusive 
and threatening language used against the Court and members 
thereof, and to prepare an information and account to the House 
of Commons thereof. And Cols. Berkstead and Moore are added 
to the said Committee. And the said Committee are likewise 
desired to take what further information shall be given against 
those that threaten, practise, or design any evil against this Court 
or the Lord President, or any the members thereof. 

An Order of the House of Commons is produced whereby it is 
referred to this Court to consider of what satisfaction shall be given 
to the King’s servants and gentlemen that guarded him at Windsor 
for their said service. This Court do refer the case thereof to the 
Committee appointed to consider of the satisfaction to be given to 
the officers of this Court, and Col. [Matthew] Tomlinson is added to 
the said Committee. 

Thus in obedience to the highest Coprt, by whose power 
we have thus acted, we have faithfully with the. best diligence 
we could use, upon conference of our clerks and collected notes, put 
together these memorials of our proceedings from the first to the 
last, which we herewith tender to the consideration of this Supreme 
Court to be disposed of as to the same shall seem meet, to whose 
judgment the whole is, as it ought to be, by us submitted.

36. Petition of John Lehon, engineer, to the King. You were 
pleased to grant him a Privy Seal, but he cannot obtain payment 
of the money, not being able to get andience of the Lord Treasurer, 
but only delays and ill words. Being detained here he will spend 
his money before receiving it, besides losing his time and occasion 
of advancement by the Prince of Orange. Prays your Majesty to 
command that his Privy Seal may be paid. [1 p.] ; 


37. Petition of Sir Lewis Lewknor, knt., master of the cere- 
monies, to the king. Represents the mischief done by the con- 
tinuous destruction of woods and underwoods notwithstanding tlio 
good laws and statutes made by your most noble progenitors 
against the great waste, destruction, and spoil of timber, which is 
required for the maintenance of the navy and buildings.

38. Petition of the inhabitants of the hunds. of Little and Less- 
ness and adjoining hunds. in co. Kent to the Privy Council. It 
appears by the Lord Lieutenant's letters to his Deputy Lieutenants, 
that there are several Scottish companies, numbering 1,600 men, 
lodged within the said hundreds, which by reason of their poverty 
are unable to entertain them without the utter undoing of the 
families there resident. Forasmuch as the billeting of thoge 
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companies seemeth contrary to his Majesty’s pleasure lately signified 
by his gracious answer in Parliament, and tends to an apparent 
undoing of petitioners, who by reason of their vicinity to London 
are subject to many other of his Majesty’s taxes and charges, and 
which billeting, if continued, will prevent them from paying his 
Majesty’s subsidies lately imposed on them. Pray present order 


for the removal of those companies from these hundreds and parts 
adjacent.

39. Petition of John Lucas, B.A. of St. John’s College, Cam- 
bridge, to the King. Petitioner’s father was servant to the 
Countess of Dorset, but died 18 years since. By the kindness of 
friends petitioner was preferred to the said University, where he 
has commenced B.A., and the Master and Fellows are ready to 
certify concerning his conversation and ability, but as the county 
of his birth, Surrey, can claim no propriety to any preferment in 
his College, they are unable to admit him to a fellowship. Prays 
the grant of a Privy Signet for a fellowship in that College.

40, Petition of John Macham, minister, to the King. There being 
ten prebends in Worcester Cathedral in your Majesty’s gift and 
donation, prays preferment to the first which sball next become 
void. Annezxed, 

40. 1. Mem. A prebend in the Church of Worcester is but of small 

value in the King’s books, viz., 201. The yearly profit 
im money is but 71. 16s. 8d. and 8d. per diem as long as 
the Prebendary remains resident, with other profits 
amounting in all to 501. yearly. Proffers the Bishop of 
Salisbury’s attestation [of his fitness] but of this be not 
accepted of by his Majesty, prays reference to any other 
Bishop for [a certificate of his] deserving sufficiency for 
obtaining the same. [4 p.] 


41. Petition of Patrick Maxwell to the King. His resources, in 
attending on this suit and by his four chargeable journeys lately 
from Cambridge to York, have become exhausted, so without some 
temporary allowance he will be compelled to relinquish this suit 
and not attend, as directed, your Majesty’s royal “decernitor” 
concerning that provision conferred upon him, [1 p.] 


42. Petition of Wm. Montgomery to the King. The place of 
Receiver of your Majesty’s Revenues in cos.

Northants, he prays your Majesty’s presenta- 
tion to the same, so that he may be the better assured in the peace- 
able following of his calling, against the practices of ill-disposed 


persons. [4 p.] 


47. Petition of Wm. Pensack to the Privy Council. He being a 
seaman and having spent 25 years in the King’s service, un- 
fortunately purchased a cable rope which had been stolen, although 
unknown to him, and for that offence was imprisoned and coming 
to his trial before the Judge of the Admiralty, was condemned to 
die. For that he neither committed this fact nor did anything 
deserving death, he hopeth for his Majesty’s gracious pardon.

granted a warrant for his apprehension, and he now lieth in the 
custody of a messenger, to his great grief and charge, he being an 
attorney. Prays out of your special favour and goodness you would 
take his estate into consideration and send for Bullock and Service 
that the truth may be discovered, and that he may be released of his

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49. Petition of John, Earl of Peterborough, to the King. That 
by a statute made 3 Henry VII., it was enacted that no man might 
make exchange without the King’s license, nor make any exchange 
or rechange of money to be paid within this land, but only such 
as the King shall depute. That Queen Elizabeth did grant her 
letters patent to the Lord Treasurer Burleigh, conferring upon him 
the charge and office of the custody of the change, exchange, and 
rechange within England and other her dominions to make or to be 
made as well to foreign parts as from the same ; and did thereby 
also give license to merchants and others to make exchanges and 
rechanges, with divers other things tending to that purpose. This 
grant was for 23 years, at an annual rent of 307. Queen Elizabeth 
did also thereby erect the office of brokers of the said exchange 
and rechange,and gave Lord Burleigh power of appointing those 
brokers. Whereas by virtue of this grant many good effects were 
produced, yet being expired the grant has not been renewed, and 
your Majesty not answered any profit of the same, and every man 
exchanges and rechanges money at their pleasure without license, 
whereby many inconveniences have daily and are like to ensue to 
this Commonwealth. Prays your Majesty to grant petitioner a 
renewal of the said office, with those powers, liberties, and ad- 
vantages tending thereto, under the yearly rent of 601., which is 
double the former rent, and that a Bill may be drawn to that effect 
ready for your Majesty’s signature. [John Mordawnt was Earl of 
Peterborough from 1628 to 1642. 1 p.] 


50. Petition of John Pett, of Yarmouth, mariner, to the Privy 
Council. Petitioner being master, owner, and merchant of the 
“ Andrew ” of Yarmouth, was upon a voyage from thence to France, 
when his ship and goods were taken from him by Dunkirkers, and 
he and his men after being plundered were put on shore to seek 
and shift to get home. One Harte, of London, merchant, having 
secretly combined with the Dunkirkers, has become part owner, 
and trades from hence with them. The ship now lies at Tilbury 
full laden and bound for Dunkirk. All this he is able to prove, 
and by that means will entitle his Majesty to the goods now laden. 
Prays order to be given for stay of the ship and goods, he‘ being 
ready at his own charge to prove the deceit, and so entitle his 
Majesty to the now lading, of great value, he desiring only his ship 
to comfort himself again. Dorso,

51. Petition of John Pickford to the King, That in the 12th 
year of King James he with Wm.. Harley was found guilty of the 
murder of John Crocker, having been present when Harley struck 
Crocker on the thigh with a sword, of which wound the latter 
ultimately died. In respect that at the time of the judgment 
petitioner was absent beyond seas and did not appear he became 
outlawed, although ignorant of anything that could be justly laid 
to his charge. Having for many years suffered much sorrow and 
misery for that unfortunate accident done in his company and

54, Petition of Edw. Proger to the King. In August last he 
petitioned your Majesty for a lease of the concealed buildings,

which you referred to the Attorney General, who certified that 
you might by law grant the same. Upon this certificate he having 
again petitioned your Majesty, you referred it to the Lord Treasurer, 
and he to the Surveyor General, who reported that petitioner might 
have a grant of the same for cos, Essex, Surrey, Herts., and Berks, 
for term of 31 years, reserving a fourth part, without disservice to 
your Majesty or injury to any others.

He is informed that there is a parcel of meadow ground 
about 22 acres, called the Prince’s meadows, also a piece of waste 
ground of 3 acres taken out of the Thames, and now built upon, 
and likewise a wall or bank containing about 14 acres, leading 
from the bargehouses to the sluice adjoining to the Prince's 
meadows, all parcel of the manor of Kennington, now out of lease 
and in your Majesty’s gift.

56. Petition of .the Mayor of Reading to the Privy Council. In 
January, by direction from the Deputy Lieutenants of Berks., 
about 90 soldiers were billeted within the borough, and money 
for their sustenance coliected of the inhabitants and country ad- 
jacent.

That Midwinter was lately fined in the Court of Star Chamber in 
1,000 marks, for buying and selling cattle contrary to your laws, 
which fine has since been reduced to 500/. For that he committed 
the offence in ignorance of your laws, and the greater part of the 
cattle by him so bought were preserved by special direction for the 
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provision of your Majesty’s ships, may it please you to remit his 
fine, and discharge him from his imprisonment in the Fleet. 
[Damaged by damp. 1 p.] 


58. Petition of Harkor Reynors and Co. of Amsterdam to the Privy 
Council. A ship of theirs, the “St. Peter” of Anchusen, having 
been wrecked upon the coast of Sussex, but the crew saved, they 
obtained a commission of restitution for the goods saved out of 
the Court of Admiralty. They are impeded in the execution of 
the commission by some claiming under Edward Earl of Dorset, 
and by Sir Thos. Pelham, who pretend that, the ship being a 
wreck, her lading belongs to them as lords of the adjacent 
lands. In satisfaction of which doubt petitioner has not only made 
proof that she is no wreck, but put in sufficient caution into court 
to answer the value of goods recovered to any person who shall 
justify a title against them. Prays the Council’s letters in an 
effectual assistance of the said commission, so that the 8 pieces of 
ordnance and goods saved may be delivered up to him, also a 
warrant to enable him to transport them without hindrance, having 
paid the due salvage. [14 p.] 


59. Petition on behalf of those who bought the plate belonging 
to the Duchess of Richmond to the king. That three fellows were 
hanged at Tyborr the last sessions. The persons who bought the 
plate from them have restored it to the Duchess, but are suitors to 
your Majesty for a pardon lest afterwards they be questioned by 
such as are unfriendly to them. [1 p.] 


60. Petition of Ralph Robinson, a messenger of the king’s 
chamber, to the Privy Council. Having been employed by warrant 
to bring up Mrs. Leversage out of Lancashire prays order for 
payment of fees, she having been discharged without his having 
notice thereof. [4p] .- 

61. Answer made by Lawrence Burlamachi, merchant stranger, 
to the petition of Bertran Rogues. That Julian Junge, merchant 
stranger, was indebted to him and his partner in 34,000 ducats or 
about 10,000/., and so acknowledged by Junge in his will. For 
discharge of this debt, Junge’s widow entrusted to Rogues money 
to be collected and good’s belonging to the testator’s estate. Rogues 
having received the money and goods refused to pay them a penny. 
Legal proceedings taken thereon. Rogues’ practice is to escape if 
he can without sureties given and so absent himself again from the 
plaintiffs as he did before. “Prays that Rogues may still remain in 
prison unless he consents to put in sureties according to the last 
order made by his consent, for plaintiffs doubt not but the said 
writ is still in force and his imprisonment lawful whatsoever he 
pretends. [4 p.] 


62. Petition of the nobility and gentry of co. Rutland to the 
king. Although Rutland has been time out of mind an entire 
county of itself with a sheriff, assizes, justices of the peace, knights 
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of the shire, and other incidents thereto as an entire county, yet in 
military affairs has been heretofore subject to the Lord Lieutenant 
of another county. Pray his Majesty to appoint a Lord Lieu- 
tenant for that county only. [3 p.] 


63. Petition of James Rosse and three others, Pages of the Bed- 
chamber, to the King. That one Robert Davy of Hethersfield, 
Essex, having lately struck [name blank] with a cudgel, he died 
shortly after. There is, owing to petitioners for their liveries out of 
the Great Wardrobe, an arrear of 234/. 1s. 8d., while most of your 
servants are paid the like arrears. Pray that in the event of Davy 
being convicted your Majesty would bestow on them his estate in 
lieu of their arrears, and that in the meantime a caveat may be 
entered in the Signet Office for petitioners to prevent all others 
from applying for the same. [? p.] 


64. Order made by the king [on the Petition of Sir John Savage]. 
His Majesty much commiserating the petitioner’s case is pleased to 
direct that the Lord Keeper do award a Commission out of the 
Chancery under the Great Seal to Sir Henry Wallop, Sir Wm. 
Uvedall, and six others named, with power to any three of them to 
examine upon oath and to proceed and do according to the tenor 
and true intent of the order mentioned in this petition and to 
certify his Majesty of their proceedings as by the petitioner is 
desired. [4 p.] 


65. Petition of Oliver Sawle, Esq., and Henry Carlyon, gent., on 
behalf of themselves and other the inhabitants of the town and 
parish of St. Austell, in Cornwall, to the king. That their town 
has a great trade in corn, fish, and tin, being very populous, and 
has a fair market-house and other necessaries commodious for 
keeping markets and fairs. There being no market within six 
miles, they pray Your Majesty by your letters patents to grant 
them the franchise and liberty of keeping a market weekly on 
Fridays and two fairs yearly on the days mentioned in the in- 
quisition quoted, [1 p.] 


66. Petition of John Sharpe, one of your servants, to the king, 
That three years since Sarah Jerom obtained a grant by Patent 
for herself with one Webb to have the sole cutting of fir scales for 
the making of band boxes and sword scabbards, pretending a 
claim to the engine invented by John Lane for this purpose, 
whereas Wm.

Before the Conquest, in the reigns of Edgar, 
Alfred, Aithelred, and other Kings, from the precedents by them

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mentioned Kings. If it be no Act of Parliament, yet nothing is 
more like an Act of Parliament, &c., or else it is a strong proof of 
the King’s power, that without an Act of Parliament in case of 
necessity and danger he might tax and charge the subjects for the 
defence of the kingdom, &c. Now if this power of charging the 
subject be not taken away by any Act of Parliament, it remains 
still, saith my brother [Sir Richard] Hutton [Chief Justice of the 
Common Pleas]. And so I think it doth, or something in lieu of 
it. That [the King] was bound in conscience to employ it to that 
use and no other, and that he would sooner eat the money than 
convert it to his own private use. Therefore he that thinks the 
King makes any private benefit of it doth highly slander his 
Majesty. But let the King be, as David was, a man after God’s 
own heart; yet he shall not want them that will rail upon him. 
But though, blessed be God, he is so gracious and loving to his 
subjects, and so just that we need not fear that he will impose any 
tax or charge upon his subjects but in case of urgent necessity ; yet 
we know not what Kings in succeeding ages will do.” Danger of 
establishing precedents exemplified by the abuse of other prerogatives.

Chapter 10, when the King may revoke his presentation and where 
not. Chapter 1], of examination of the clerk by the ordinary, and 
of his admission and institution, &c. The remaining chapters are 
wanting, but their substance is indicated by the table of contents,

16, Warrant signed by [Sir] John Culpeper to the Remembrancer 
in the Exchequer, for a parchment copy of a perfect particular 
of the lands of John Barlow, Esq., as the same are found by an 
inquisition upon an extent, and returned into your office. [4 p.] 


17. Mem. in reference to two suits, viz., Wright and Blacknall 
and Francis Layton. In the former complaint is made that by a 
letter procured from his Majesty by the Earl of Cork to stop all 
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proceedings of theirs against him in the Chancery of Ireland, until 
certain motives presented by him reflecting upon the Lord Chaneellor 
should be examined by certain Commissioners, they were exposed 
to the Earl’s prosecutions at the common law without remedy in 
the Chancery. Adviséd that his Majesty do require the Lord 
Deputy [of Ireland] and Council [there] to take order that the 
Earl shall not proceed at the common law till the Commissioners 
have reported, and he has given further order therein. In the 
latter, Francis Layton, an officer in the Jewel-house, for valuable 
consideration being to receive 1251. yearly for nine years, desireth 
for that money could not be spared the last year, and in regard he 
hath by his industry increased your Majesty’s revenue in that 
office above 700/. per annum, that you would give order for 
payment of his said pension and arrears out of the jewel-house or 
otherwise as you shall think fit. [% p.] 


18. Mem.—A proposition was made to the King for building of 
floating mills for grinding corn, &., upon all the portative rivers of 
this kingdom, which mills would not only pay a yearly rent to the 
Crown, but reduce tae cost of grinding to the subject one-fourth 
part.

Showing 
what precautions were taken in former times to guard against 
and detine what is treason, and the danger to the liberty and lives 
of the subjects if the accusations of treason should be extended so 
as to apply to and include other offences. Charges of treason are 
still restrained to the 25 Edward III. That this Bill is subject to 
the like complaint made in the statute, 1 Hen. IV., that no man will 
know how to behave himself for dread of the pains of high treason. 
For in the Bill there are several general words of such large 
signification and interpretation as imposition, and the like, that no 
man can tell how far or to whom it may reach, so that the whole 
body of the Act is only for encouragement of tumult, and to enthral 
the King’s subjects, and to bring the King’s revenue to nothing.

The interpretation of this principle 
has been that all such government as hath right of making laws 
and so forth, is founded upon or sustained by, the overbalance of 
property, that is, such an overplus of property as may hold the 
proportion of about three parts in four, taking property to be that 
which is mine and thine in such manner that it cannot be taken 
away without injury. This interpretation applies only to national 
and not to provincial government. Examples of Rome and Venice. 
The balance of power was at first nearly equal between the 
Israelites and the Canaanites, and so it seems to have been between 
the people of Israel and their kings, who drove out the Canaanites, 
and probably because that was naturally necessary unto that 
government, planted themselves upon those lands. The instances 
for these reasons belong not to the principle in debate, but to 
another that comes after.

The Kings of England at their coronation do solemnly swear to 
keep and maintain the laws, customs, and franchises granted to the 
clergy and to the people by the glorious King St. Edward. 

Judge Thorpe, though he were condemned for injustice and 
taking bribes, yet the cause mentioned in his sentence was for 
breaking the King’s oath.

36. Petition of Thos. Proctor to the Privy Council. His pro- 
posals for improving the currency and supplying small coins for 
change by the alloy of silver with copper. It has been the Royal 
care of precedent Kings that there be no scarcity, but rather great 
plenty, of small moneys for change in the people’s hands, and these 
to be of sterling silver even unto pence, halfpence, and farthings, as 
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by divers statutes may appear. But in our times the sterling silver 
is of such fineness and high price that these cannot now be made of 
sterling silver and this conveniently, because then they would be 
too small for handling and counting with facility, besides the silver 
of the land would be in danger to be lost. Great need of small 
change. This want must necessarily be supplied either by copper 
tokens as at present, or else by such small moneys alloyed [with 
copper] as may make them big enough for people’s handling and 
counting. For the above and other reasons it is better to have 
the small coins of silver, though greatly alloyed, than to have the 
land abounding with copper tokens. ‘These may be made current 
by way of rechange only so far as the copper farthings are, and so 
this is no new bringing in of base moneys. For when the lawful 
money of England is given for these at the Rechange Office, how 
are these the lawful moneys of England? [Jn margin :— The more 
silver that is in our small moneys the more of it is preserved in our 
coins ; whereas else if copper goes current for small coins as now, 
yea though by rechange, the silver will not be (so much as should 
be) preserved in our coins. The over great inequality between the 
worth of 20s. in silver and 2is. in copper is a great inducement to 
counterfeit copper tokens, notwithstanding such punishments as 
the law ordains.”] My petition is that if this motion be found such 
as suggested, that then it be taken by your Honours in good part, 
and petitioner’s poverty be in some way relieved in recompense for 
the study and cost this matter has put him to. [4 pp.] 


37. Statement of the affairs of the Fishmongers’ Company so 
far as concerns their answer to the charge of arrearages of rents 
delivered to them by the patentees for supposed concealment of 
rents.

The Families of the Mount hold that all things 
are common, and live in contemplation all together, denying all 
prayers and the resurrection of the body, or that there are an 
heaven or hell but what is in this life, and what the Scripture doth 
speak of is begun and ended in their bodies here as they do live, 
As heaven is when they do laugh and are merry, and hell when 
they are in sorrow and pain. And at last they do believe that all 
things come by nature, and what they leave undone is because 
they would not be shamed among men. They held this when I 
bear them company, but on going to Whitehall one Sunday I heard 
his Grace of Canterbury preach from a text out of Hosea, and was 
converted from these erroneous opinions. 

H. N. [has] his books and the “ Rule of Perfection,” but especially — 
that cursed book called “ Theologia Germanica ;” there are [several 
copies] of them in Latin and manuscripts. There is one Fisher, a 
barber in the Old Bailey, who writes and sells them. [Added in 
Dr. Lambe’s hand: He sells old books, and got “ Theologia Ger- 
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manica ” translated into English by a minister at Grindleton, in 
Yorkshire, called Brierley, or Tenant, this was the man who bought 
it of Mr. Wolston, in Ch[urch] Lane, and lent it to Dr. Everard, 
who was translating it, and did two [copies] of them, one for the 
Karl of Holland and another for [Edmund] Earl of Mulgrave. 
And one Woulston, a scrivener in Chancery Lane, doth also sell 
them to these poor people. [Added by Lambe: He writes for 
Dr. Everard, and is of the Family of the Valley.] These first are 
[of the Family of the Mount], Edward Hill, a tailor, and his wife, 
in Seething Lane, hard by Tower Hill. [Added by Lambe: He is 
a chief man of the Family of the Mount.] Stephen Proudlove, 
who sells small wares without Bishopsgate-street in an alley. 
[Added by Lambe: He travels up and down to fairs, &c.] One 
Harford, a bookbinder by Paternoster Row, in an alley. [Added by 
Lambe: He binds Dr. Everard’s books, and knows all his ways.] 
One Callo, a perfumer in Cloth Fair, near Smithfield, and his wife, 
an Antinomian. [Added by Lambe: One of them, whom Veesie 
eatched [John Vesey was a messenger of the High Commission 
Court], and who was with Sir Henry Marten ; besided ten others 
named. 

Now for the Families of the Valley. They hold that all things 
are done according unto the will of God, but deny the resurrection 
of the body, and say that there are no devils but themselves, 
denying all prayers and giving of God thanks for anything either 
in this life or the life to come. There are of this sect one Morgan, 
a waiter at the Custom House. [Added by Lambe: A tidesman ; 
Dr. Everard got him the place from Sir Abraham Dawes.] One 
Abbot, a bookseller in Whitechapel. [Added by Lambe: He hath 
been a Hodgekin, and is contrary to them.] One Brothrenton or 
Bradrinton, a widow in Gossett-street by the Charter House. 
[Added by Lambe: She that first discovered Hodgekin.] One 
Margaret, a maid in St. Martin’s, a starcher in London. [Added 
by Dr. Lambe: Mr. Shaw and after Mr. Gray, a young minister, 
were great in this way]; besides three others named. 

Now for the Sensualists or Essentialists. These had their opinion 
from Mistress Dunbar, a Scotchwoman. They do hold there is no 
sin at all, but what is done God doth all, in what kind soever it be, 
good or ill. There are seven of this sect named, and amongst 
them Mr. Knightley, a linendraper at Friday-street end in 
Cheapside. [Added by Lambe: He hath the “ Essential Will of 
God” translated by a minister in Essex, viz., he that wrote the 
first and second parts of the “ Rule of Perfection.” 

Now for the Family of the Antinomians. As for that opinion it 
is as well known in your Court [of High Commission] as I can 
relate it. There are 14 of this sect named, and amongst them 
one Farthing Jane, a victualler’s wife at Great St. Bartholomew’s 
Gate, near Smithfield, partner with Callon. [Added by Lambe: 
She gave information against them.] The writer at the close of 
this paper adds: “I donot this out of envy or malice, but by com- 
mand.” [By Dr. Lambe: Mr. Hodges is lecturer just behind the 
Exchange; he hath all these books, “Theologia Germanica” and 
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the “Rule of Perfection.”] Endorsed by Dr. Lambe: “ High 
Commission Court. Note of the names of the Sensualists, &.”

and brought to beggary. At first they undersold them both in flax 

‘ and tow, and so continued until they decayed and quite beggared 

a them ; now that they have got the whole trade into their hands, 

they sell at unreasonable rates, nearly double the price they sold it 
at the first. 

In like manner they have begun to deal with petitioners, bringing 

into this kingdom their dressed hemp and tow, which pay smaller 
4 customs than if it came over undressed as before, and so undersell 
4 them to such an extent that some who have kept 20 or 30 men at 
work, now employ only two or three men, whereby hundreds are 
already brought to beggary, and soon many thousands more will 

be the same, if it is not timely prevented. ? 

In regard these trades employ so many young and idle people, 
who otherwise would be mere vagrants, it is hoped that Parliament 

. will pass an Act creating a society, and ordaining that none shall use 
- | the trade except they have served seven years’ apprenticeship, as 
‘ other like mysteries are. [3 p.]

: 3 committed in hemp dressing, by those who have not served their 
4 time, and who cozen the poor by their deceitful dressing, so much

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As far back as the year 1800, a Committee of the House of Commons 
recommended that Indexes and Calendars should be made to the Public 
Records, and thirty-six years afterwards another Committee of the House 
of Commons reiterated that recommendation in more forcible words ; but 
it was not until the incorporation of the State Paper Office with the Public 
Record Office that the Master of the Rolls found himself in a position to 
take the necessary steps for carrying out the wishes of the House of 
Commons. 

On 7 December 1855, he stated to the Lords of the Treasury that 
although ‘ the Records, State Papers, and Documents in his charge con- 
‘* stitute the most complete and perfect series of their kind in the civilized 
world,” and although ‘‘ they are of the greatest value in a historical 
and constitutional point of view, yet they are comparatively useless to 
the public, from the want of proper Calendars and Indexes.” 

Their Lordships assented to the necessity of having Calendars prepared 
and printed, and empowered the Master of the Rolls to take such steps as 
might be necessary for this purpose.

On 25 July 1822, the House of Commons presented an address to the 

Crown, stating that the editions of the works of our ancient historians 
were inconvenient and defective; that many of their writings still 
remained in manuscript, and, in some cases, in a single copy only. They 
added, ‘‘that an uniform and convetient edition of the whole, published 
‘* under His Majesty’s royal sanction, would be an undertaking honour- 
** able to His Majesty’s reign, and conducive’ to the advancement of 
‘ historical and constitutional knowledge; that the House therefore 
humbly besought His Majesty, that He would be graciously pleased to 
give such directions as His Majesty, in His wisdom, might think fit, 
for the publication of a complete edition of the ancient historians 
of this realm.” 
‘The Master of the Rolls, being very desirous that effect should be given 
to the resolution of the House of Commons, submitted to Her Majesty’s 
Treasury in 1857 a plan for the publication of the ancient chronicles and 
memorials of the United Kingdom, and it was adopted accordingly.

Capgrave’s Chronicle extends from the creation of the world to the year 1417, As

This Chronicle traces the history of the monastery from its foundation by King Ina 
of Wessex, to the reign of Richard [. The author had access to the title deeds of the 
house, and incorporates into his history various charters of the Saxon kings, of great im- 
portance as illustrating not only the history of the locality but that of the kingdom, 


3. Lives or Epwarp tue Confessor. I.—La Estoire de Seint Aedward le 
Rei. I1.—Vita Beati Edvardi Regis et Confessoris. III.—Vita 
iduuardi Regis qui apud Westmonasterium requiescit.

The first is a poem in Norman French, probably written in 1245. The second is an

This work gives the only contemporaneous account of the rise of the Lollards,

I., II., and 
III. Edited by W. B. Turnsutt, Barrister-at-Law. 1858. ; 

This is a metrical translation of a Latin Prose Chronicle, written in the first half of the 
16th century. The narrative begins with the earliest legends and ends with the death of 
James I. of Scotland, and the “ evil ending of the traitors that slew him.” The peculiarities 
of the Scottish dialect are well illustrated in this version, 

7. JoHaNNIs OarGrave Liper ve Intustripus Hewnricis. Ldited by the 
Rev. F. C. Htyegston, M.A. 1858. 

The first part relates only to the history of the Empire from the election of Henry I, 
the Fowler, to the end of the reign of the Emperor Henry VI. The second part is devoted 
to English history, from the accession of Henry I. in 1100, to 1446, which was the twenty- 


fourth year of the reign of Henry VI. The third part contains the lives of illustrious men 
who have borne the name of Henry in various parts of the world.

The contents of this volume are—(1) a life of Henry VII., by his poet Laureate and 
historiographer, Bernard André, of Toulouse, with some compositions in verse, of which he 
is supposed to have been the author; (2) the journals of Roger Machado during certain 
embassies to Spain and_ Brittany, the first of which had reference to the marriage of the 
King’s son, Arthur, with Catharine of Arragon; (3) two curious reports by envoys sent to 
Spain in 1505 touching the suecession to the Crown of Castile, and a project of inarriage 
between Henry VIL. and the Queen of Naples; and (4) an account of Philip of Castile’s 
reception in England in 1506, Other documents of interest are given in an appendix.

The “ Repressor” may be considered the earliest piece of good theological disquisition 
of which our English prose literature can boast. The author was born abaut-the end of the 
fourteenth century, consecrated Bishop of St. Asaph in the year 1444, and translated to the 
see of Chichester in 1450, His work 1s interesting chiefly because it gives a full account of 
the views of the Lollards, and it has great value for the philologist.

These annals, which are in Latin, commenced in 447, and come down to 1288. The
